HE first visit of a Samar- 
itan High Priest to the 
sovereign State of Israel took 
place last week when Amram 
ben Itzhak left his native Na- 
blus and crossed the lines to 


visit the members of his com- 


munity living in Jaffa and Tel 

-Aviv. There is no one of 
priestly status among the Sa- 
maritans living in Israel. 


This was the first time since 
the establishment of the State 
that the Jordan authorities 
allowed a member of the Sa- 
maritan community in Nablus 
to visit Israel; Amram ben 
Itzhak had to wait almost a 
year before his application 
was granted.
